Shanghai, To-day. 

A sensation was created when a bulletin of the 
19th Route Army announced that General Chiang 
Kuang-nai, the Chief Commander and the prin- 
cipal military delegate at the first formal peace 
conference, had suddenly left Shanghai, and did 
not intend to attend the meeting. 

Wild speculation was caused in Chinese circles, 
where it was rumoured that the disagreement of 
the Chinese diplomatic and military authorities 
over peace negotiations, and Chiang’s refusal to 
represent China militarily, is. interpreted asa 
sign that the 19th Army is unwilling to talk peace 

. with the Japanese. 

The Government, at the eleventh hour, Bp. 
pointed General Tai Chi, the. Shanghai:and Ws 
sung Garrison Commissioner, as chief delegate 
rather than risk a postponement to the conference. 


CONFERENCE POSTPONED. a

The first formal Peace Conference, scheduled 
to take place this morning, has been postponed till 
to-morrow, apparently because China fas not yet 
designated her chief military dglegate.

Life Extinct in One. 
_ Trillion Years, 


The sun is shrinking at such a 
rate and moving away from the 
earth at a speed of three feet a 
century.that Colunel George Cros, a 
well-known French astronomer, pre- 
dicts that im one trillion years’ from 
now life will have disappeared from 
the earth and a great glacier will 
form over-{its-surface. | 

A trillion years represents 500 
times the age of the earth and is 
3,000,000 timea longer than the 
duration of humanity to the pre- 
sent. Colonel Cros estimates the 
earth to be not less than 1,400 mil- 
lion years old and not more than 
8,400 million years and has estab- 
lished an estimate of 2,000,000,000 
years. 

The sun, he contends, is 8,000, 
000,000 years old and has left but 
a scant 15,000,000,000,000. years, In 
spite of the fact that the sun loses 
250,000 tons of its weight a minute 
in radiation, which makes the daily 
loss in weight some 850,000,000 tons 
and the annual shrinkage about 
127,750,000,000 tons a year, 

In addition to losing its radiating 
power ag it grows smaller, the sun 
is actually drawing away from the 
earth at the rate of one foot every 
85 years, In one trillion years the 
sun will be one-sixth of {ts present 
distance—farther away from the 
earth, 


That alone will be responsible for! 


a drop in the mean temperature 
here on earth of 15 degrees centi- 
grade, The reduction in weight and 
radiation powers of the sun. will re 


duce the temperature on earth an-}. 


other 16 degrees, a total ‘of 380 
degrees centigrade 
Fahrenheit. 

Thus Summers will become Win+ 
ters and the present Winters will 
become ylacial. New York would 
have an average Summer tempera: 
ture of 20 degrees above zero 
Fahrenheit, and an average Winter 
temperature of 23 degrees below 
zero, Even California would have 
top heat of 24 degrees in Summer 
and average Winters of one or two 
degrees above zero. The Dakotas 
would see average Winter tempera- 
Tn 
the Siberian steppes life would be- 
come impossible and at Vladivostok 
the average temperature would 
never rise above zero, falling in 
mid-Winter to 50 below zero. 

There ig always some hope of 
relief from another source, however, 
for Colonel Cros believes it ia pos- 
sible that some of the present 
nebulous groups may take the form 
of a sun by flattening at the ends 
In spinning.

The Arts Theatre deserves real

‘Doctor Johnson.” Here is a play 
quite. out of the common run, and

Those Early Nasal Gymnastics. 


(By Arthur Lloyd James, | 
Univeraity Reader in Phonetics, 
London.) 


Has the voice of the talkie im- 
proved? Yes, a thousand times 
yes, despite the croakers who 
deny that it has. There are al- 
lways Jeremiahs, and they are| 
conspicuous for one mental 
characteristic only. They. have 


short memories. ‘ 

My first talkic, only a few 

yeurs ago, was an experience. [ 
went to. study the affair scienti- 
fically, because, like Trochu, I 
had a plan, If nota plan, a 
theory, based on years of in- 
vestigation and broadcasting. 
- The theory was, and is, that 
there is in every language a cer- 
tain incisiveness of sound that 
you must hear in order to under- 
stand what is being said. Tele- 
phones, gramophones, and other 
machines must provide this 
minimum, otherwise they are 
useless, and I set about to deter. 
mine, if possible, of what this 
minimum consists, 

It is a.mixture of context, 
sounds, rhythm, and intonation: 
when the speaker is ‘visible, the 
eye enters in, and picks up odd 
hits of information, like gesture, 
or shape of the mouth. : 

And there is a critical speed for 
speech, beyond which syieech be- 
comes nonsense; this speed is high- 
er when the speaker is visible than 
when he is invisible—a fact that 
broadcasting comedians would de 
well to remember, which they sel- 
dom do. 

So I went to test my theory, but 
nothing happened. [ hardly under- 
stood one single word that was 
spoken. What emerged from the 
loud speaker was miles below the 
intelligibility line. 

Shrieking ‘female voices, pitched 
well beyond the limits of the record- 
ing apparatus, did nasal gymnas- 
ties that had no acoustic similarity 
to any known brand of English 
apeech, 

And in parentheses, let it here be 
said, and on grounds that, can be 
supported by the historicn) deve- 
lopment of vertain languages, that 
over-prevalent nasalisation is a 
powerful contributor to unintelligi- 
bility on the talling film. 

Now things are better: apparatus, 
both recording and reproducing, 
has improved, and voices are evid- 
ently more carefully vetted before’ 
they are allowed to perform. 

What comes over now, whether 
British or American, is well above 
the intelligibility line, though to 
British ears, of course, the Amavi- 
can voice still has elements of un- 
familiarity, just as the British voice 
must have to American ears, 


But we are becoming more toler-|. 


ant. Personally, I cannot but re- 
gret that we hear so much more of 
uneducated American speech than 
we do of the educated variety, be- 
cause people in this country whose 
only knowledge of American society 
is what they. derive from sensational 
talkies do really believe that all 
Americans talk the same, like crooks 
and gangsters. Which is, of course, 
absurd. 

But let us not suppose that we 
are without guile. There Is plenty 
of bad English—bad at both ends of
